This tribute by the top China 
Scholars at universities Such as UC

Economic Review. Mr. Chen im- 
Presses one with his modesty but 
he could not hide his delight at 
being“the first writer to give” an 
accurate and detailed account of 
the events of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion.

- titled “Biting the Bullet” that 


Imakes sense of a _ historical inci- 
dent that puzzled the world in the 
summer of 1967，the recall of 
almost all of China's diplomats:

Oral arguments in the Board of 
Education?s appeal of court- 
ordered integration will be heard 
on January 14, the United States 
Court of Appeal disclosed last 
Thursday. 

The board， which has .been 
joined in its appeal by the Con- 
cerned Parents Association,，hopes 
to reVerse U.S. District Judge Stan- 
ley A. Weigel's July 9 order that 
forced the city's 96 elementary 
schools to desegregate last Sep- 
tember. 

Similar attempts by the board 
and the association to stay the 
judge's order were unsuccessful. 

The hearing in January, however， 
will be the first to argue the actual 
Imerits of the order. 

Briefs from the NAACP, which 


filed the suit in the summer of- 


1970, and by the board and asso- 
ciation，have _ already been sub- 
mitted to the court. 

Attorney Quentin 玉 opp, acting 
in behalf of Chinese parents who 
also wish to intervene in the case， 
has afso filed his brief. 

A panel of three judges in the 
U.S. Court of Appeal will hear 
the case.

CALGARY，Canada 一 Funeral 
services Were held recently for 
Mr. Chong Him Poon, Calgary res- 
taurateur for nearly 50 years and 
an imnportant catalyst in the Chi-: 
nese community here-. 

Mr. Poon，82，came to Calgary 
from Vancouver in 1929，and al- 
most imediately became a key 
figure' in the Chinatown econormy. 
Born in China，he imnmigrated to 
Canada in 1913. 

He was one of the founding di- 
rectors of the Sien Lok Society 
which three years ago unified di- 
Verse elements in the Chinese com- 
Immunity to ensure that Chinatown 
would survive downtown urban 
Tencewal. 

Mr. Poon was credited with be- 
ing the first to recognize the threat 
that continuing downtown devel- 
opment posed to the community. 

He was_a past president of the

The Hus implied that our trip 


was a tightly regimnented，hush- 
hush cloak-and-dagger type opera- 
tion (kept in the dark about 
everIything，”“ “transferred to a 
Communist hotel” “each day 
Planned for them，and this was to 
be no different,，”etc.). It was no- 
thing of the sort. The trip was 
hurriedly organized (Six days” no- 
tice)，and from beginning to end 
was highly improvisational and 
often times,，frankly, disorganized. 
In 吾 ong Kong，we,，by group con- 
Sensus, decided to move from the 
Nathan Hotel to the Golden Gate 
Hotel because the rates at the 
jatter were Imuch more reasonable.

More often than 
not，it was we，collectively and 
individually，who kept pestering 
OUT hosts to cram Our schedules 
as Iuch as possible (to really 
Pack it in”) so as to make the best 
use of our limited time， 

One basic difficulty with the 
Hus is that they do not speak or 
understand Mandarin andq they do 
not read Chinese (they speak a 
modicum of Chung Shan dialect). 
It is no shame or crime not to 
understand Chinese but to fill ip 
the communication gap with one?sS 
own fabrications and prejudices 一 
that 1s pathology. The Hus were 
almost entirely Passive during the 
trip. 工 hey smilingly accepted 
whatever :activities were arranged 
for them，without complaint，and 
seldom initiated any activities or 
made any Specific requests to see 
or do anything. The impression 
they gave us and our guides was 
that they were thoroughly satis- 
fied with the trip. 

The Hus imply that all Chinese 
have been Programmed and brain- 
washed to speak and think the 
same way, like mindless dehuman- 
jzed robots，and they described a 
standard speech given by Chinese 
officials (“We know America is a 
Powerful nation,but we are power- 
ful too.

Korea _ and Vietnam”)，We were 
with them throughout the trip and 
nowhere did we hear anything re- 
sembling the Preposterous speech 
above. Such sheer fabrications are 
not only blatantly untrue and 
sianderous but they dangerously 
feed into the American stereotype 
of a power-hungry，militant，and 
war-rmmongering China. 了 very Place 
we Visited 一 be it school, hospital， 
factory or commune，there were 
detailed discussions of the develop- 
Iment of that organization，espe- 
cially abonut the conditions before 


and changes made after the Cul- 
tural Revolution. Ihey told us 
abonut the unique history of the 
organization，the background of 
the workers, and the kind of workK 
they did. Thereafter，they would 
show us around the school or fac- 
tory- At ' the end of our visit，we 
would again be invited to sit down 
with tea and could infornmaally asKk 
any question we wished. Our ques- 
tions ranged 位 om the salary of 
the workers，the budget of the 
whole organization，etc. to what 
they did in their free time. Often 
our questions would last for hours. 
In one Canton hospital， we had a 
lively discussion with the staff 
about the unconscious and the 
subconscious mind, Pavlov，Freud， 
and_ dream analysis. One .female 
WwWorker said that they had studied 
Freud in zedical school but that 
they don't go _ along with the 
theory of using sex to explain 
away all problems. 

in am ermbroidery factory in 
Soochow，we discussed about the 
methods of embroidery，different 
kinds of stitches, etc., and design. 

At the child-care center，Wwe 
askedand discussed about parental 
involvement in their center，how 
they treated problem chijild cases，

These are but a few examples of 
the variety of subjects we dis- 
cussed. These meetings were ex- 
tremely informative and a tremen- 
dous aid in our understanding 
what we were seeing. 

The Hus implied thiat China is a 
rigidly controlled repressive Police 
state (〈“the Hus figured out that 
representatives of three Separate 
orgamnizations would check their 
Papers out at every checkpoint.”). 
了 ow many checkpoints were there 
outside of the custom station at 
the border? NONE. On the con- 
trary，omne rarely sees any police- 
Inen，Ppatrol cars or armed guards 
on the streets，even 示 one looks 
long and hard. Onjy at major city 
intersections would one see a 
Policeman sitting on a traffic con- 
trol box. 

The Hus imply that youngsters 
are trained to hate and kill indis- 
criminately (“What bothers me is 
that even the jlittle children are 
taught that the U.S. is the enemy-. 
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School chijldqren are given military 
training as SDon as they can under- 
stand it.， They are taught that 
China has been humiliated in the 
past，but will never be humiliated 
in the future. What happens when 
these kidqs grow up?27). 

Again， 下 _ they were able to 
understand Chinese，they would 
hear what the youngsters are Say- 
ing when they are drilling 一 namely 
“Chinese territory is inviolable 
and we will defend it”or “We will 
liberate Taiwan.”Also they make 
clear that it is American imnperial- 
ism in Asia and in the rest of the 
world that is their enemy andmnot 
the American People. These are 
not unhealthy or unreasonable 
sentiments considering the history 


of China in the past hundred years. 


Moreover，the Chinese have con- 
tinuously affirmed their friendship 
to the American people. Further- 
Imorey apart from the concern with 
“swords and guns.” at all levels of 
education is the stronger concern 
with the brotherhood of man and 
the spirit of international coopera- 
tion。 They take great pains to 
carry this through from theory to 
practice wherever possible. his is 
refreshingly in marked contrast to 
the narrow family- and clan- 
centered thinking of traditional 
China. 

Now we come to the“political 
Imeeting”that was SUuch a “harrow- 
ing””experience for the Hus. 
Again，line by line，his descrip- 
tions are contrary to the fact as 
well as to the spirit of the meeting. 


The meeting started in the morn- 
ing and continued again in the 
afternoon. Some People did not 
attend the afternoon meeting and 
Preferred to go to a show. In the 
Inormming zeeting，where the so- 
called “accusation” took Place， 
Mrs. Hu was not mysteriously 
“separated” from her husband. 
She sat right next to him on 


the couch. The Hus imply that co- 
ercion was Used by Peking officials 
to ask questions of “each of the 
visitors . . . to tell all he knew.” 
In no meeting，either this or any 
other one，were any of us coerced 
or forced to say anything he did 
not wish We were not “ques- 


tioned down the line” as recount-， 


ed by the Hus, at all. The meeting 
was a general one in which miscel- 
laneous subjects of all kindqs were 
brought up by both sides and dis- 
cussed. There was no agenda. It 
was attended by the 了 ast Coast as 
well as the West Coast 了 处 oup. 
Among the forrmer were NewYork 
Chinatown business people and 
Chinese， foreign students in the 
U.S. The give and take of informa- 
tion was informal. It was an open- 
ended meeting in which People 


came in and went out of the room. 


when they wished,. Sebastian Tom 
from 工 .A. brought up the subject 
of the need for more English and/ 
Or Cantonese interpreters as many 
Chinese-Americans did not under- 
stand Mandarin。 Then，we asked 
the Chinese officials many differ- 
ent questions on our iinds，such 
as the possibilities of more visitors 
going into China, or eldqerly Over- 
seas Chinese retiring in China; and 
of sending children back for edu- 
cation, etc. etc. To these questions， 
we did not receive answers.The 
officials there took them down 
and said they would try to answer 
them at another timne，but that 


never happened、 了 Perhaps this is 
because China as yet has mnot 
formulated a _ policy to 'Chinese- 
Americans and the few officials 
present were not able to give us a 
definite answer at Present. Then， 
the Chinese officials asked us 
about the Chinese community in 
the U.S. Most of us gladly related 
the history and present social and 
political conditions of Chinatown. 
We feel that it is imnportant for the 
exchange of information. We 
wanted them to have an idea of 
the complexity of the Chinese- 
American _ community and the 
broad spectrum of existing politi- 
cal views held here. 

Gordon Chang gave abrief analy- 
Sis of the class structure in S.E. 
Chinatown. Michael Yao talked 
about working with Chinese- 
American youths in Los Angeles. 
The Chinese_ students from the 
East Coast talked about the condi- 
tions of Chinese foreign students 
in:the U.S. 

Dr- Sanford ITom 局 且 out 
some of the historic and Psycho- 
logical reasomns behind the seeming 
political apathy and conservVatismm 
of Chinese-Americans. It was at 
this point that Mr. Willie Mar men- 
tioned，in passing，in a_ light and 
joking way，that Mr. Hu's name 
was connected to the Six Compa- 
nies. It was not meant as an aCCU- 
sation and no one at the time took 
it as such，certainly not the Chi- 
nese officials who were completely 
courteous to MT. Hu. None of us 
noticed any “acute PresSsure” on 
Mr. Hu during or after the meet- 
ing. Nor did he show any discom- 
fort. Surely，he would have said 
something to one of us，and espe- 
cially to Mr. Mar, had he truly felt 
at thbe time that he bad been put 
“on the spot”by Mr. Mar. In fact， 
the Hus chose to _ travel with Mr. 
Mar to Canton after the group dis- 
banded in Peking! A further enig- 
ma: in direct contradiction to the 
English language account iD 卫 ast/ 
West，the Hus' serialized Chinese 
accountin Pacific Weekly has been 
fairly straightforward and concrete 
(including the _ account of this 
Imeeting where Mr. Hu stated that 
the Chinese officials just“smiled 
off”"the so-called accusation). Why 
this duplicity? 


It is telling that Mr. Hu neglected 
to mention a significant Portion of 
his remarks made at the meeting-. 
He said that there should be more 
interchange of visits on both sides. 
了 e hoped that U.S.senators would 
be invited to visit China, especially 
those who can favorably ipfluence 
U.S. policy toward China，such as 
Senator Fulbright of the Senate 
Foreigm Relations Cornrmittee. 


He moreover proposed that 


China should make a special effort 
in regard to young Chinese-Ameri- 
cans. 了 very summer，he said, the 
Nationalist government on Taiwan 
hosts tours for young people and 
in this way influences them.
